FOR NOV. 16 

Park Site Issue Also 
To Be on Ballot' 

, Electors of Santa Ana will go to 
the polls Nov. 16 to decide whether 
a civil service system shall be set 
up for the police and fire depart¬ 
ments, and also to vote upon ac¬ 
quisition of one or more park sites. 

Last night the city council set 
the date for the election through 
adoption of a formal resolution. It 
is possible that electors also may 
be asked to decide whether free 
distribution of printed matter in 
the city shall be regulated, or 
whether such free distribution 
shall be prohibited. 

33 PRECINCTS 

There will be 23 consolidated 
precincts for the election, and 
polls will be open from 7 a. m. to 
7 p. m. Sample ballots will be 
mailed out at least 10 days prior 
to the election, and addresses of 
the polling places will be published 
by the city. 

City Attorney L. W. Blodget, an¬ 
swering a question by Councilman 
Ernest H. Layton, said the city 
council can add other city depart¬ 
ments and employes to the civil 
service by ordinance after the elec¬ 
tion. He explained that after 
other city departments are added 
they cannot be withdrawn except 
by vote of the electors. 

The council will hold a special 
meeting next Monday night to act 
on a proposal for submission of a 
park development program to the 
voters at the same election. Park 
Commissioner Layton will contact 
other members of the city council 
before next Monday, to draft the 
exact type of proposal the council 
wants to put before the voters. 
POSSIBLE SITES 

This proposal may seek public 
reaction to a proposal for condem¬ 
nation of the J. W. Sackman 
property, consisting of about 7.5 
acres adjoining the Municipal 
bowl. City Purchasing Agent 
Lloyd Banks reported to the coun¬ 
cil last night that he contacted 
Sackman, and that he sa>d his 
property is not for sale ?9r park 
purposes.

Warships on anti-piracy patrol 
in the Mediterranean are much 
better equipped to detect and com¬ 
bat submarines than allied destroy¬ 
ers were during the World war. 
But the modem sub. likewise, is 
much better prepared to protect 
itself. 

On the side of the pirate chasers, 
naval experts here point out these 
developments since 1918: 

1. Improvement of high - fre¬ 
quency sound detectors and direc¬ 
tion finders by which surface craft 
can detect and locate submarines. 

2. Improvement in the accuracy 
of depth bomb setting. 

Depth bombs—sailors call them 
“ash cans”—are, in fact, the one 
effective weapon against a sub¬ 
merged submarine. 

TIMING DEVICE A SECRET 

Cylindrical metal cases, they 
look much like five-gallon paint 
drums but are loaded with 300 to 
400 pounds of TNT or other high 
explosive. 

They can be set to go off at any 
desired depth of water. The United 
States navy keeps secret the exact 
nature of its bomb-timing device, 
but water pressure is most com¬ 


monly used to set off the explosive. 

Depth bombs can be either 
rolled overboard off the stem of a 
destroyer or shot from Y-guns. 
These are slingshot-shaped, dou¬ 
ble - barreled cannons mounted 
astern on the deck of the sub¬ 
chasing destroyer. They shoot two 
bombs at a time over opposite 
sides. 

Checking the sub’s location 
every 10 to 15 seconds by sounder 
devices, the destroyer plows the 
water directly overhead, laying a 
barrage of depth bombs in her 
wake. 

A direct hit by a depth bomb is 
almost certain to sink a subma¬ 
rine, navy men say, and a bomb 
exploding within 100 feet will 
probably put the sub out of con¬ 
trol. 

But submarine improvements 
since the war have about kept 
pace with the advances in sub¬ 
fighting weapons. 

Submarines today are much 
faster than the German U-boats 
which almost succeeded in throt¬ 
tling England. And they can duck 
under more quickly, go deeper and 
stay under longer.

Tons of modem depth charges 
from seven British destroyers 
churned the newest Mediterranean 
piracy spot into a lake of death 
today for the mysterious subma¬ 
rine attacker of His Majesty's de¬ 
stroyer Basilisk. 

The mighty concusslve forces 
unleashed under the Mediterranean 
off Cape San Antonio, Spain, 
seemed certain to have sealed the 
doom of the undersea raider and 
its crew. 

With Royal Air Force plemes 
overhead, the destroyers plumbed 
the depths with bombs weighing 
180 to 300 pounds, catapulted or 
rolled from their decks, capable 
of explosion at any depth through 
hydrostatic firing valves. Each 
charge had a radius of destruction 
up to half a mile. 

British circles were cautious to 
the extreme about speculating on 
the Identity of the torpedoing 
marauder. 

Observers on the Spanish coast 
felt that the search for the 
Basilisk’s attacker had been ended 
last night when the cruising war¬ 
ships steamed off south after six 
hours of depth bombing. But they 
returned to the deadly job for a 
while today, then took their regu¬ 
lar piracy patrol positions in mid- 
momlng.

houses they had just fired in the 
Chapei sector licked skyward, 
SHOOT DOWN PLANE 
Despite the apparent Japanese 
mastery of the air, their bombing 
planes still suffered from Chinese 
anti-aircraft defense. One huge 
Japanese bomber was shot down 
in flames this afternoon, falling 
into the heart of the Chinese city 
of Nantao on the southern border 
of the French concession. 

Dispatches to local newspapers 
reported that Gen. Li Fu-Ying, 
commander of the 61st Chinese na¬ 
tional division in North China, had 
been executed for abandoning the 
strategic city of Tatungfu in 
Shansi province to the Japanese. 

The execution was said to have 
been ordered by Gen. Yen Hsi- 
Shan, governor of Shansi province, 
after Gen. Li retreated instead of 
defending the city he had been or¬ 
dered to hold at all costs. 

Chinese reports from Hongkong,

TELLS STORY 

A telegram from Mrs, Dahl 
awaiting decision on her husband’s 
fate in France, came for the cap¬ 
tive aviator as the trial began. 

"Heart and good wishes of the 
whole world are with you. Love, 
Edith,” the telegram read. 

As the prisoners sat on a bench 
in the middle of the courtroom, 
Dahl's story was read—beginning 
with his going to Mexico where he 
contends he was pomised *1500 
monthly to fly for the Madrid-Va- 
lencia government and ending with 
his capture by insurgents. 

Dahl related there never were 
more than five American pilots 
with the Madrid-Valencia regime, 
and that there now was none. He 
said he flew Russian planes. 
FORCED TO FIGHT 

The prisoner said that after an 
operation in France he went back 
to Valencia for his pay but instead 
was forced to fight. He testified 
he held a reserve officer’s commis¬ 
sion in the Unieed States flying 
corps. 

Generalissimo Francisco Franco’s 
military court probably will sen¬ 
tence the 28-year-old American to 
death hut the Insurgent leader’s 
previous response to the supplica¬ 
tions of Dahl’s beautiful wife 
promised to save him. 

Insurgent Spain, Franco has 
said, "does not need” Dahl’s life. 
Mrs. Dahl, waiting for her hus¬ 
band in France, has been assured 
that efforts would be made to free 
him in a prisoner exchange with 
the Valencia government, despite 
the almost routine formality of a 
death sentence.

APPLIES FOR 
CHANGES IN 
BUS LINES 


Changes in the Santa Ana bus 
service sought by C. H. Bckles, 
operator of the system, will result 
in discontinuance of one line and 
extension of another, if the city 
council approves the plan. 

Last night Eckles sent a letter 
to the council, asking for permis¬ 
sion to discontinue the operation 
of the East Fourth street, Wright 
street and Bast First street line, 
and to use the time formerly used 
on this line In an extension of the 
South Birch-Orange avenue line. 
REPORTS LOSS 

The council referred the pro¬ 
posal to the taxicab commission 
for investigation. 

At the present time the bus 
ser'vlce operates two 15-minute 
loops per hour on each of these 
two lines, going east on the hour 
and half hour and south on the 
15 and 45 minute periods. The 
two related lines have been oper¬ 
ated for 14 months, and in that 
period the East Fourth street line 
has lost about *100 a month and 
is doing no better now than a 
year ago, Eckles said. 

Under provisions of his operat¬ 
ing contract, Eckles could have 
discontinued the line at the end of 
three months losing operations He 
said the South Birch street line 
is losing a few dollars per month 
after 22 months of running, but 
promises to be a good run in time. 
PLANS EXTENSION 

He wishes to extend the line 
south to St. Andrews, and operate 
into the South Birch, South Main 
and Orange avenue and Oak street 
districts every 20 minutes. 

City service as a whole Is gain¬ 
ing over the past two years, Bck¬ 
les said. The service is covering 
nearly double the 1935 mileage 
and buses are carrying more than 
three times as many passengers.

ORANGE. — Miss Helen Dx 
Fault, Los Angeles Monday was 
appointed by the Orange High 
school board to fill the vacancy 
left by T. W. Anderson, commer¬ 
cial teacher, who gave notice of 
his resignation two weeks ago.

— City 
officials today were gleefully in¬ 
specting results of a survey of 
the entire harbor district just 
completed by the chamber of 
commerce which shows a jump in 
permanent residents from 445 in 
1910 to 5000 in 1937. 

Indicating the huge gains in 
permanent residents during the 
past few years of development, 
chamber officials pointed to a 
record jump from 894 residents in 
1920 to 2203 in 1930. In Janu¬ 
ary, 1936, there was an estimated 
figure of 3600, which move up to 
4830 for January of this year and 
up to 5000 at the first of this 
month, figures showed. 

In addition, an estimated sum¬ 
mer population of more than 20,- 
000 was reported. 

Assessed valuation, the report 
showed, has jumped from $11,401,- 
635 in 1934 to $12,309,015 this 
year. This figure was obtained 
from the office of City Treasurer 
J. A. Gant. 

On Feb. 1, 1936 by actual count 
there were 2771 homes in the 
harbor area. This total jumped 
to more than 3000 homes during 
the past year, with a building per¬ 
mit total of nearly $750,000 al¬ 
ready recorded. Of the 3000 
homes in this area, 1350 are owned 
by permanent residents. Fire 
Chief Frank Crocker, in charge 
of the home survey, reported. 
Crocker will make another survey 
in February, 1938 to give a com¬ 
plete check on figures, he said. 

Indicating Increasing business 
In this district, the four local post- 
offices reported a general increase 
of more than 15 per cent in in¬ 
come. Newport Harbor High 
school attendance figures have 
jumped from 432 pupils in Oc¬ 
tober, 1936, to 477 this month, 
while the elementary school shows 
the same gain, it was reported. 

Utilities installations have shown 
a corresponding increase, the sur¬ 
vey shows, with water connec¬ 
tions moving up from 2972 in 
September, 1906 to 3160 this year;

A bitter battle over what kind 
of handbill ordinance the city 
council should adopt, launched last 
night, will be resumed a week 
from next Monday when the coun¬ 
cil again considers the unsolved 
problem. 

Several weeks ago the council 
gave first reading to an ordinance 
which would regulate the distribu¬ 
tion of handbills, circulars and 
other types of printed matter. 
This ordinance would have pro¬ 
vided that the name of the dis¬ 
tributor be placed in large letters ! 
on the front page, so that house- j 
holders who did not want the cir- ; 
culars could notify the distributor 
not to deliver them.

But the council abandoned that 
ordinance, and last night gave 
first reading to a new handbill 
ordinance, which will prohibit free 
distribution of any type of printed 
matter from house to house, in¬ 
cluding newspapers. This tSTxe of 
ordinance was advocated by the 
Home Owned Business association 
and the Santa Ana Realty board. 
Second and final reading of this 
ordinance is scheduled for a week 
from next Monday, unless the 
council changes its mind again. 

Formal objection to the new 
ordinance was made last night by 
a large group of prominent mer¬ 
chants through their spokesman, 
L. L. Hurst, manager of the Mont¬ 
gomery Ward store here. He pre¬ 
sented a letter to the council ob¬ 
jecting to the new ordinance. 

BAD FOR BUSINES.S 

Hurst pointed out that the Tet¬ 
ter of objection could be signed 
by many more local interests. He 
said the proposed ordinance would 
be detrimental to business and the 
city as a whole. 

"We represent people who spend 
thousands of dollars a month for 
advertising. We know what is 
good for our business and what is 
good for our business is good for 
Santa Ana. We had worked out 
a fair setup whereby circulars 
could be put out with fees going to 
the city and regulation by the po¬ 
lice department. 

"There are- no reasons for com¬ 
plaints on that plan. Our store 
put out 56,000 circulars and we 
had but two complaints. And on 
the other hand, we had about 80 
people call up who wanted the cir-

The new ordinance would pro¬ 
hibit free distribution of any hand¬ 
bill, dodger, circular, newspaper, 
paper, booklet or other printed 
matter or advertisement in the 
city. The ordinance is not de¬ 
signed to prohibit distribution of 
the United States mail or delivery 
of any newspaper to a subscriber 
who has ordered the paper and has 
agreed to pay for it.

W'ASHINGTON. (/Pi — Albert 
Ijcvitt, who petitioned the .supreme 
court to bar A.ssociatc Jii.stice 
Black from taking hi.s seat, has 
been aoidier of fortune, preacher, 
profes.sor, corporation lawyer, fed¬ 
eral judge and utility “baiter.” 

In each profe.s.sion he ha.s .stirred 
up ripplc.s. 

“I know what people are going 
to say about me," the 50-year-old 
Levitt chuckled the day he filed 
the Black petition, “There goes 
Ixivitt tiiting at windmiils again.’ 
But I don't care. I know I’m 
right and that’s what counts.” 

When he attacked utilities in 
hi.s native Connecticut several 
years ago, Levitt had neither elec¬ 
tricity, gas nor telephone on his 
farm. At least, he laughed, none 
could accu.se him of venting a per¬ 
sonal grudge for having been 
nicked on his light bill. 

As an insurgent republican he 
ran often for local office, never 
getting elected but upsetting 
applecarts along the way by split¬ 
ting factions. Between elections 
and law' ca.ses he rai.sed goat.s, 
chopped firewood, and composed 
lullabys which he played on a 


Several years of wandering as 
a young man took him around the 
world four times and to the Phiiip- 
pines as a soidier. In the Worid 
war he was gassed and wounded. 

The armistice brought Levitt a 
quieter life. 


He settled down to 
teaching law, philosophy and med¬ 
ical jurisprudence, moving suc- 
ce.s.sfully from Columbia to Col¬ 
gate, Wa.shington and Lee, and 
Brooklyn Law school. 

In 1933, after failing to capture 
Hiram Bingham’s senatorial seat. 

he was appointed a special as¬ 
sistant to the attorney general. 

Then he was named as federal 
judge to the Virgin Islands. He 
resigned after crossing adminis¬ 
trative and legal .swords with Act¬ 
ing Governor Lawrence W. Cra¬ 
mer and returned to the justice 
department.

Takes Place 
Of Notepaper

Calling cards, originally devised 
to be left as reminders after pay¬ 
ing a formal call, now are used 
also for writing invitations, for 
notes sent with gifts and even for 
written orders. 

Two types are in popular use; 
the formal, single card and a fold¬ 
ed, informal one. 

The formal one should be white 
or cream and have a kid or suede 
finish. Artificial parchment is out 
of favor because it has a poor 
printing surface. In its place sta¬ 
tioners supply a stiff, thin paper. 

The informal card is generally 
larger and carries a flap for notes. 

The usual size of a man's card 
is 1 7/16 by 2 7/8 inches. The wife’s 
card is larger; in this case about 
2 1/16 by 2 7/8 inches. If they use 
a "Mr. and Mrs." card, it should 
be about 2 5/16 by 31/4 inches. 
Unmaried women use a card 
about the same size as that of a 
married woman. 

As to prefixes. Men do not use 
"Mr.” until they are the age of a 
:ollege senior. Girls can start 
using “Miss” when they are 15 
or 16. 

Formal and Informal cards may 
carry the address, in the lower 
right hand comer. Telephone num¬ 
bers may be used on informal 
cards, but not on formal ones un¬ 
less they are for business. 

Script or shaded roman letter¬ 
ing is preferable. 

Full names, not Initials are beat 
unless the name is unusually long.

Mrs. Warren Delano Robbins, 
widow of the late United States 
minister to Canada and first cousin 
of President Roosevelt, has the job 
of supervising all furnishing and 
interior decorating of American 
embassies and ministries in for¬ 
eign countries. 

It is Mrs. Robbins’ plan to build 
up a competent staff to Insure to 
Americans in foreign countries 
proper settings to conduct diplo¬ 
matic business. 

Mrs. Robbins has had ample ex¬ 
perience for the position she has 
undertaken. During her career as 
a diplomat’s wife she opened and 
closed 33 houses. Her husband 
was stationed in Washington at 
five different periods. He was also 
stationed in Paris, Mexico City, 
Guatemala City, Buenos Aires, 
Santiago, Berlin, Rome, San Salva¬ 
dor and Ottawa. 

Among the problems she will 
have to meet within the next two 
years are the furnishings of resi¬ 
dences in Vienna, Helsinki, Fin¬ 
land; Monrovia, Liberia; Monte¬ 
video, Uruguay; Port-au-Prince, 
Haiti; Rio de Janerio, Brazil;

The pocket-picking nuisance taxes are still with you. 
For instance, in August only, according to figures 
just released by the Internal Revenue bureau— 

Your taxes on playing cards totaled $264,790, 

Your taxes on tires totaled $2,198,788, • 

Your taxes on inner tubes totaled $458,747, 

Your taxes on chewing gum totaled $109,937; and 
Your taxes on sporting goods totaled $500,340. 

These are but part of the excise taxes that month 
after month dip into consumers’ pockets. 

There was a time, perhaps, when they were neces¬ 
sary. Most of them were substitutes for the proposed 
general manufacturers’ excise tax—the sales tax which, 
fortunately, was killed. 

But they’ve outlived their usefulness. And while New 
Dealers have protested against them, they have been re¬ 
enacted year after year. 

The next session of congress should lose no time in 
repealing them. 

And in their stead adequate income taxes should be 
imposed—imposed on persons in the middle income brac¬ 
kets where the real money actually is, and imposed by 
reducing exemptions to increase the number of income- 
tax payers and by hiking rates. 

Until this is done, we’re fooling ourselves about our 
fair federal tax policy, supposedly framed in accord with 
the taxpayers’ ability to pay. 

Until this is done, the federal budget may never be 
in balance. 

It is rumored that John L, Lewis may join the 
AFL. The only thing more sensational would be for 
the AFL to join John L. Lewis. 

Rebuilding the Downtown Area 

Neither parking meters, parking lots nor any other 
remedy proposed for downtown congestion will do the 
trick without a lot of extensive rebuilding of the business 
area.

A Japanese army spokesman, according to The New 
York Times, has explained why Japan’s troops have 
delayed so long their often-promised smashing of the 
Chinese lines at Shanghai.
